Despite set backs posed by de¬ 
layed door sh ipments and Mother 
Nature’s obstinate insistence on 
frequent calls by the rainmaker, 
Main Street Project Coordinator, 
David Mohr, said the project 
should wrap up only a matter of 
days behind the original sched¬ 
uled completion date. 

“We’re in the final stage, the 
close up stage,” Mohr said. 

Working literally around the 
clock for a time last week, Mohr 
said one shift worked nearly 26 
hours straight to ensure open 
store front areas were taken al¬ 
most to the completion stage be¬ 
fore workers packed up their tools 
and headed for home. As the job 
neared the final stages, the crew’s 
vitality reached new levels. 

“The guys started at their 
usual 7 a.m. time on Tuesday and 
went past 8:30a.m. the next day, ” 
Mohr said, adding that while 
workers were game to carry on, 
some had a long drive home so 
they were basically ordered to

take a break at that point, for 
safety reasons, despite their 
unflagging enthusiasm. 

Mohr is pleased with the re¬ 
sults obtained in this first com¬ 
pleted project. 

“I don’t think people realized 
the extent of the renovation,” he 
said, explaining that the front was 
removed from each structure and 
completely rebuilt in the original 
historic style of the building. Con¬ 
sideration of the structural needs 
of modern times was factored in, 
but as Mohr said: “The feel is 
there.” 

The specially designed doors 
featuring old style rail and stile 
construction are just one example 
of the painstaking detail that went 
into the completed project. Door 
frames from historic buildings very 
often feature openings that don’t 
conform to current standard door 
sizes, making custom orders nec¬ 
essary. The detail work, including 
bevelled wood accents in the doors 
themselves and clerestory win¬ 
dows higher up on the building, 


will furnish eye-catching compo¬ 
nents that serve to make each 
store front something of a work 
of art in itself. While costing ap¬ 
proximately 25 per cent more 
than aluminum doors, and re¬ 
quiring slightly more additional 
maintenance, the wooden doors 
are strong and solid. Also, the 
color of the custom doors will 
deepen and actually look increas¬ 
ingly more attractive as it ages. 

The brick work posed a spe¬ 
cial challenge for the crew. Eight 
layers of paint were removed on 
one side and five layers on the 
others, one coat at a time. 

Workers were often asked why 
they chose to work with a citrus 
based paint remover. Mohr ex¬ 
plained that in additional to the 
fact that the treatment is envi¬ 
ronmentally friendly, sandblast¬ 
ing old bricks can create prob¬ 
lems down the road. 

Methods that intensify pitting 
or further erode the fabric of the 
building also create tiny shelves 
where water can rest. The thaw¬ 


ing and freezing of these droplets 
can actually damage the integrity 
of the bricks causing degenera¬ 
tion which could have been pre¬ 
vented. 

Nine full days of outside work 
were lost due to rain. Now relo¬ 
cated in a new shop location closer 
to the actual work site, the crew 
should be largely finished with 
final detail work on their current 
projects as the Review hits the 
news stands. 

Details on upcoming projects 
scheduled should be announced 
in the near future. 


Federal 
regulations 
impact 
on county

A development/stop order 
issued by the County of Moun¬ 
tain View development officer 
was the subject of an appeal 
hearing held last Thursday 
morning in county council 
chambers. 

Appellants, represented by 
Bronwyn Cole Shoush from 
an Edmonton legal firm con¬ 
tested the stop order on the 
grounds that county regula¬ 
tions, however valid or bind¬ 
ing within the county, are 
overridden by Federal regula¬ 
tions when property usage 
falls under Transport Canada 
jurisdictions. 

The appellants were issued 
the stop order on May 27 on 
the property under discussion, 
located on the NW-5-31-1-W5, 
after determining unauthor¬ 
ized development (in the form 
of constructing ancillary build¬ 
ings) had occurred at the site 
due to the absence of relating 
development permits. The 
stop order cited Section 646 of 
the Municipal Government 
Act, A.S. 1994, M-26.1. with a 
directive requesting that the 
ancillary buildings be re¬ 
moved. 

In accordance with the ap¬ 
pellants’ right of appeal, the 
August first hearing was then 
scheduled. 

Shoush read several court 
decisions into the record which 
she said demonstrated that in 
this case. Federal regulations 
overruled local municipal 
regulations. She said while the 
appellants would not challenge 
the development permit ap¬ 
plication, related regulations 
by the county fell into a paper 
policy principle only, negat¬ 
ing the county’s enforcement 
powers in this particular case. 

“You cannot just look at 
your section of the Municipal 
Government Act,” Shoush

New Credit Union to feature drive-through ATM

The permits have been 
taken out and the blueprints 
drafted. With ground-break¬ 
ing set for August, the new 
Mountain View Credit Union 
building should be open for 
business in December. 

The new credit union will fea¬ 
ture a drive-through ATM (auto¬ 
mated teller), something Gord 


Kerby said will improve service 
to our members. 

"This is something we defi¬ 
nitely need," Kerby said. "It will 
fill a need in the community." 

The credit union has operated 
at the present location since 1977 
and growth in membership has 
made the new larger premises 
necessary. 

As their downtown sign indi¬ 


cates, the new one floor building 
will be located directly north of 
the former Mayfair grocery store. 
The entrance will be located at 
the southwest corner, facing the 
four-way stop. 

The full time staff of five will 
be augmented as need indicates 
following the opening of the new 
building. 

"The new premises is going to 


mean an increase in business," 
Kerby said. "We're preparing for 
that right now.” 

The roomy 3,117 square foot 
structure will give stafT more el¬ 
bow room and a capability to bet¬ 
ter serve the membership. 

Barring unforseen complica¬ 
tions, the completion date is 
scheduled for December first of 
this year. 



Local museums awarded

It seems that Sheila Copps just 
can't seem to keep her ever grow¬ 
ing nose out of the public trough. 

In a bid to deny the "OUT" 
forces a victory in the next refer¬ 
endum on Quebec separation, Ms. 
Copps and her surrogate father 
Gepetto (a.k.a. Jean Chretien) 
will spend $20 million "inform¬ 
ing" Quebecers (and quite inci¬ 
dentally, other Canadians) about 
the virtues of being Canadian. 

The $20 million will be fun¬ 
nelled into a newly created 50 
person bureaucracy called the 
Canada Information Office. While 
Ms. Copps has been unable to 
provide any details about exactly 
what the new office on patriotism 
will do, she has said what it will 
not do. 

"We won't be an ad-buying 
agency," Copps whimpered in re¬ 
ply to accusations that the money 
will be spent on the sort of irrel¬ 
evant propaganda cranked out by 
past governments. Nope - no more 
commercials of geese flying 


through 
the air to 
inspire 
federal¬ 
ists to 
arms 
(figura¬ 
tively, that is). 

According to Ms. Canada, "The 
budget will be primarily for staff¬ 
ing and getting information out 
through non-paid sources." Pri¬ 
marily for staffing, eh? Now let’s 
see, $20 million divided by 50 
staffers equals $400,000 per job! 
(Those interested in applying for 
the new positions can contact 
Defense Minister David 
Collenette. I understand that he'll 
be conducting interviews in his 
riding. Preference will be given 
to Greek orchestra conductors 
with experience in running elec¬ 
tion campaigns). 

Now, some of you out there 
might think I'm being a little hard 
on old Sheila. The poor woman 
has been through the wringer over 
the past few months and hey, 
what’s $20 million for a little Ca¬ 
nadian pride? 

Well, it doesn't quite end there. 
Unbeknownst to most taxpayers, 
the feds are already shelling out 
over half-a-billion dollars "to fos¬ 
ter the development of a strong 
sense of Canadian identity." Un¬ 
der Ms. Copps' direction, the Ca¬ 
nadian Identity Program is slated 



to spend $525 million in 1996- 
97 on "participation", "official 
languages support" and "cul¬ 
tural development and herit¬ 
age". 

A not insignificant amount 
of this money will be sucked 
up by PIGs (public interest 
groups) who, in the eyes of the 
Deputy Prime Minister, are 
truly Canadian. 

Friendship centres, aboriginal 
women's groups, amateur sport 
organizations, athletes, "organi¬ 
zations representing official lan¬ 


guage minority communities,” the 
book publishing industry, the 
National Ballet School and the 
National Circus School (huh?!) 
are but a few of the organizations 
listed as collecting from taxpay¬ 
ers on account of their contribu¬ 
tion to officially sanctioned Ca¬ 
nadian culture. 

Let s be serious. Quebec sepa¬ 
ratists are not going to be per¬ 
suaded to change their votes sim¬ 
ply because some pork-barreling 
politician from Hamilton is spin¬ 
ning out goodies faster than lies. 


Adding $20 million to the $525 
million already being spent to 
promote some bureaucratic vision 
of Canadian identity is an abhor¬ 
rent waste of money. 

If the federal government re¬ 
ally wanted to give Quebecers an 
incentive to remain within 
Canada, they'd eliminate Ms. 
Copps' $545 million "identity" 
budget and return it to Canadi¬ 
ans in the form of a tax cut. Give 
taxpayers their money back and 
let them decide what it means to 
be Canadian. 


An open tetter to Agriculture Minister Ralph Goodate 


Dear Minister Goodale: 

The dust has now settled fol¬ 
lowing the long-awaited release 
of the Western Grain Marketing 
Panel report. As you know, it was 
appointed to investigate and rec¬ 
ommend possible changes to the 
grain marketing system in West¬ 
ern Canada. 

In its final report the Panel 
urges the government to change 
the Canadian Wheat Board's 
structure and operations, noting 
that "there was considerable 
agreement on changes that should 
be made to improve the opera¬ 
tions and governance of the CWB." 
In particular, the panel pointed 
out the CWB's "lack of account¬ 
ability to farmers for its perform¬ 
ance and inflexibility in its 
operataing policies." 

In response, the Panel's report 
suggests replacing the current 
government appointed commis¬ 
sioners with another appointed 
board of directors which would 
then organize producer elections. 
The existing advisory board would 


be disbanded and a CEO would be 
hired to run the daily operations, 
but the government and the grain 
trade would still appoint a 
number of representatives to in¬ 
fluence the Board’s operations. 

While this proposal is a step in 
the right direction, some concerns 
need to be addressed. First, it is 
imperative the new board of di¬ 
rectors be entirely elected by 
farmers. A fully elected board is 
the first step towards restoring 
and renewing the CWB's credibil¬ 
ity since farmers could then de¬ 
cide exactly how to improve the 
CWB in light of the Panel's rec¬ 
ommendations. For the govern¬ 
ment to say that farmers should 
not have complete control over 
an organization which they pay 
for, is a slap in the face. In fact, 
the Ontario Wheat Producers 
Marketing Board has been run by 
producers for producers for the 
past 23 years. Western farmers 
are not inferior to Ontario farm¬ 
ers and deserve a similar system 
of open and democratic elections 


for their wheat board. 

Second, immediate action is 
needed if these changes are to 
take effect before the next federal 
election. During the 1993 elec¬ 
tion campaign, you and your party 
promised farmers the power to 
decide the fundamental issues of 
grain marketing in Western 
Canada. However, instead of liv¬ 
ing up to your campaign prom¬ 
ises, you launched another gov¬ 
ernment sponsored study. In fact, 
the Liberal government has spent 
virtually its entire mandate dis¬ 
cussing and delaying important 
decisions affecting the market¬ 
ing of Prairie grain. 

What we need now is action 
not words! The proposals in the 
Western Grain Marketing Pan¬ 
el's report are modest to say the 
least.

Canadian Wheat Board debate rages on 


Dear Editor: 

Many farmers have concluded 
that they have basic ownership 
rights of the grain that they pro¬ 
duce and that the Canadian 
Wheat Board violates these fun¬ 
damental property rights. 

Other producers feel convinced 
that they can only be successful 
under single desk selling. It satis¬ 
fies their marketing wants and 
they claim it as their fundamen¬ 
tal right. They also insist that 
single desk selling is only possi¬ 
ble if all producers are under the 
monopoly discipline. They claim 
harm to the value of their crops 
by independent sellers. 

Are these both legitimate 


rights? Should the majority view 
prevail and is a vote the proper 
resolution? What are the merits 
and implications of these oppos¬ 
ing points of view? 

The significant difference in 
the two points of view is that in 
the first instance the individual 
claims property rights and in the 
second case the individual claims 
property value rights. Simply put, 
it is thus the difference between 
protecting property and protect¬ 
ing the price of property. 

The implications are very dif¬ 
ferent. To protect property re¬ 
quires defense: to protect the price 
of property requires aggression.

Cooperation or envy? 


Dear Editor: 

Is support for the Wheat Board 
monopoly based on cooperation or 
on envy? The absence of the mo¬ 
nopoly does nothing to stop produc¬ 
ers from joining forces in the form of 
a co-op if they believe this will result 
in increased risk management and 
marketing opportunities. While 
there has been much talk of US 
multinationals taking over the Ca¬ 
nadian market upon the Board's 
demise, it has largely been ignored 
that the United States also boasts a 
number of large and successful vol¬ 
untary farmer co-ops, particularly 
in the agricultural production and 
processing sector. 

But unlike their stagnant Cana¬ 
dian counterparts, which enjoy un¬ 
limited power and the ability to co¬ 


erce farmers into inflexible and in¬ 
creasingly outdated marketing ar¬ 
rangements, these co-ops are diver¬ 
sified and successful precisely be¬ 
cause they are subject to an open 
market which ensures that they re¬ 
main competitive and accountable 
to their members. 

So cooperatlsm is not at stake 
here. But the absence of the mo¬ 
nopoly will mean an end to the great 
comfort many Board supporters now 
enjoy - the assurance that a neighbor 
cannot get more for his wheat than 
him, regardless of his efforts. And it 
is this simple emotion, not the prin¬ 
ciple of cooperatism, that has been 
cleverly played up in this whole de¬ 
bate by the Board and its followers. 

The panel had the courage to see 
what others have tried to deny too

ing system. 

Certainly you must acknowl¬ 
edge that an elected board is one 
of the panel's most important rec¬ 
ommendations for changes to the 
CWB. Even your own independ¬ 
ent audits of the Board have criti¬ 
cized the present system of gov¬ 
ernment appointed commission¬ 
ers as an inefficient, ineffective, 
and unaccountable relic from the 
past. 

Other sources also demon¬ 
strate that farmers are demand¬ 
ing a more flexible, responsive 
and accountable CWB. For in¬ 
stance, a 1995 Saskatchewan 
government poll revealed that 
a large majority of producers 
strongly agreed that they should 
be permitted to elect a board of 
directors to run the CWB while 
58 per cent of those surveyed 
thought participation in the 
Board should be made volun¬ 
tary. 

The results of the Alberta grain 
marketing plebiscite also revealed 


that the producers in that prov¬ 
ince overwhelmingly desire a sys¬ 
tem which is flexible, account¬ 
able and responds to their needs. 
The Alberta government, frus¬ 
trated by your unwillingness to 
reform the CWB, has even re¬ 
cently announced a new initia¬ 
tive to permit Alberta farmers to 
bypass the Board. 

By not taking decisive action 
to reform the current Board, you 
are allowing it to slowly wither 
and die. You must immediately 
take action to reform the CWB 
thereby restoring its credibility 
and ensuring its future survival. 
Any further indecision and delay 
in the face of the overwhelming 
desire for change may seriously 
threaten the very existence of the 
Board itself, and that would be a 
shame.

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Heart and stroke research saving lives 


Over the past ten years, re¬ 
search funded by the Heart and 
Stroke Foundation (HSF) has 
contributed to a 35 per cent drop 
in the heart disease and stroke 
death rate in Canada. 

Furthermore, those who have 
survived attacks by Canada's 
number one killer have had the 
quality of their lives improved sig¬ 
nificantly, while the cost of treat¬ 
ment and rehabilitation has been 
reduced. 

Among the advances made by 
Canadian researchers are the 
pacemaker, heparin (a blood thin¬ 
ning drug), specialized surgery to 
correct "blue baby" congenital 
heart defects, and the use of ASA 
(aspirin) to prevent recurrent 
strokes and heart attacks. 

Currently, HSF researchers 
are working on new drugs to pre¬ 
vent permanent brain damage 
during stroke, gene therapy to 
prevent heart and blood vessel 
disease, preventing stroke, and 
correcting heart defects - before 
birth. 

Molecular biology (the genet¬ 
ics of life) holds great promise for 
spectacular developments over 
the next ten years - if funding 
continues to be available for re¬ 
search. 

The Heart and Stroke Foun¬ 
dation funds two-thirds of all re¬ 
lated research in Canada: invest¬ 
ing more than $400 million since 
dedicated volunteers formed the 
organization 40 years ago. And, 
the work continues. Last year, 
the Heart and Stroke Founda¬ 
tion of Alberta and N.W.T. con¬ 
tributed more than $3.5 million 
to research, and this year it is 
supporti ng 59 projects at the Uni¬ 
versities of Alberta and Calgary. 

To allow the process to con¬ 
tinue, the Heart and Stroke Foun¬ 
dation needs the support of the 
public to further the study, pre¬ 
vention and reduction of disabil¬

Spicy Stuffed Green Peppers 


1 medium onion 1 1/2 c. beef broth 

2 Tbsp. canola oil 6 med. green peppers 

1 lb. lean ground beef 2 chilies, fresh or dried 

1 Tbsp. flour 1-2 Tbsp. mango chutney 

1-3 tsp. curry powder Cornstarch (opt.) 

Preheat oven to 350F. 

1. Saute onion in oil; add the meat and cook until brown. 

2. Add flour and curry powder, stir and cook gently for 2 min. 

3. Remove from heat and slowly add broth, stirring constantly. 

4. Add the chilies/chutney and simmer for 40 min. 

5. Wash the green peppers and cut a slice off the stalk end about 
1/2" from end. Remove seeds and save the tops. 

6. If chilies were fresh remove now from the curry mixture. 

7. Strain ground beef from the sauce/put into green peppers and 
replace the tops. 

8. Put the peppers into a 2 qt. Casserole and pour sauce around 
them. 

9. Cover and cook in the oven for 35 min. Thicken sauce with 
cornstarch if necessary. 

****Serves 4 - 6 with rice and tossed salad. 

Tip of the week: If you wish, you can substitute cooked 
chicken chunks or seafood for the ground beef or leave out the 
meat all together for an appetizer. For the change, use chicken 
broth. This recipe could be done up to step 7 and refrigerated to 
assemble and put in the oven the next day. The microwave oven 
can be used instead of the regular oven to reduce heat in the 
kitchen, if necessary !

"Dahlia, genus of plants in the family Asteraceae, about 12 
species of tuberous-rooted herbs native to tropical America. 
Most have leaves opposite each other on the stem that are 
segmented or toothed or cut. Wild species have both disc and ray 
flowers in the flowering heads but many varieties of ornamentals 
such as the common garden dahlia have shortened ray flowers 
or none at all. Thousands of varieties, many of them double 
flowered, have been developed from a few wild species of Dahlia. 
The Asteraceae family is perhaps the largest family of flowering 
plants. The number of species is not accurately known but 
estimates of 15,000 to 20,000 are current. The order includes 
familiar garden ornaments like asters, chrysanthemums, dahl¬ 
ias, daisies, marigolds, sunflowers and zinnias. Some other 
familiar members of the group are dandelions, ragweed and 
thistles. Lettuce and safflower are also important members of 
the family."

Mrs. Holben lived with her unmarried son Enos on a farm 
about half a mile from us. She was a tiny little lady who had very 
long, snow white hair that she wore in a tight little bun at the 
nape of her neck. They were gentle, caring people who loved 
their community, animals, kids, reading and gardening. They 
always seemed to have kittens to play with, magazines to lend, 
extra cookies, milk and flowers. Enos would let us ride in his 
hayrack at threshing time or in his horse drawn sleigh in the 
winter. They had a huge garden but so did we, so the only 
largesse we received from her garden was dill. Mrs. Holben let 
her dill go to seed and she always had a huge, aromatic patch that 
she shared with mom in pickling season. Their house was low 
and weathered and grey but it sat in a sea of flowers. Pansies and 
marigolds lined the walks, sweet peas and hops climbed over the 
porch and framed the kitchen windows, columbines and 
monkshood nodden in their beds and against every sunny wall 
grew dahlias. 

Mrs. Holben loved dahlias and I believed that she grew the 
most beautiful dahlias in the world. They were all one kind, the 
| pom-pom shape that makes such a full head that the petals curve 
back on themselves and form a perfect ball, but what they lacked 
in structural variety they made up for in size and color. The 
individual blooms were four to six inches across and came in 
white, yellow, gold, apricot, bronze, maroon and mixes of ail the 
above. Each plant was about three feet tall and by early August, 
if Mrs. Holben's yard had been magically transported to a farm 
in Mexico, it would have looked quite authentic. 

I think I was nine when I became Mrs. Holben's apprentice 
and helped to water, trim and dig dahlias. The summer that I 
was ten she gave me my first roots and following her instructions 
to the letter I dug a hole two feet deep for each plant. I filled each 
hole half full of horse manure, then a layer of weed-free earth, 
then the dahlia bulb, then more earth, but leaving a bit of a well 
| because I had to give each plant a pail of water every day that it 
didn't rain. I grew wonderful dahlias. We became famous for our 
' dahlias and Mom presented bouquets of them to visitors and 
donated armfuls to the hospital. For about five years I was a 
I dahlia nut but then I went away to school, we moved from the 
! farm and I developed other interests. 

The farm is too near the mountains and the nights are too cold 
j for optimum dahlia growth. I have tried to grow them but more 
often than not about the time they are going to bloom, they 
freeze. I had almost given up and then when the old house came 
; down and Dad Olson's stone foundation was exposed, we had an 
idea. Ralph built a raised bed against the east wall with the idea 
that the sun would heat the rocks during the day and give heat 
back during the night. We tried dahlias one more time. 

You should see them! There are 28 plants, none of which are 
! as big as Mrs. Holben's, but the variety and the color and the size 
of the blooms! I have a bowlful on the dining table all in peach 
■ and apricot tones, a scarlet one in a rose bowl, and hundreds of 
> them still on the plants. Maroons so dark they are almost black, 
yellows as clear as sunlight, blood reds, pale pinks. 

I have been thinking about Mrs. Holben a lot these last few 
days.

Driving risks highlighted 

Alberta's mission to reduce death and injury 


There's an epidemic sweeping 
Alberta. In the next 12 months, it 
will take nearly 400 lives and will 
leave another 20,000 injured peo¬ 
ple in its wake. The total cost to 
Albertans will be almost $10 mil¬ 
lion a day. It's the cost of collisions 
on our roads. 

The outrageous thing is, few 
people are outraged...perhaps be¬ 
cause most are not even aware of 
this tragic and costly problem. 

"Only one person in eight can 
say accurately how many people 
die in traffic collisions each year, 
according to a survey by the Al¬ 
berta Motor Association," the auto 
club's chairman, Jack Thompson 
said. "It's this ignorance—or apa- 
thy-we need to address first, if 
we are to improve traffic safety in 
this province," he said.

The Alberta Motor Association 
today reaffirms its long-standing 
participation in traffic safety af¬ 
fairs with significant new fund¬ 
ing," Mr. Thompson said. "We have 
committed $2.6 million over the 
next five years to Mission Possi¬ 
ble, our biggest investment in traf¬ 
fic safety in AMA's seven decades 
of service to Alberta." 

Mission Possible provides the 
framework for action by individu¬ 
als, organizations and communi¬ 
ties who share a sense of concern 
and urgency over traffic safety is¬ 
sues, Mr. Thompson said. "Our 
goal is for all of us to work effec-

tively through integrated, inno¬ 
vative programs. That would en¬ 
able Alberta to be a leader in re¬ 
ducing motor vehicle trauma and 
its associated costs," he said. 

Partners in Mission Possible 
seek to make unsafe road use a 
mqjor societal issue, believing that 
road trauma is preventable and 
should not be permitted to con¬ 
tinue as a leading cause of death 
and injury for Albertans, he said. 

"Mission Possible sets out a 
tremendously large task over a 
long period of time, potentially 
involving many players," Mr. 
Thompson said. The initiative has 
been conceived in five phases, 
each about a year long and involv¬ 
ing as many as two dozen differ¬ 
ent activities. To achieve it all 
would require a budget of about 
$12 million dollars. 

"Many of the potential part¬ 
ners are already involved in inde¬ 
pendent programs that could ben¬ 


efit from the synergy of a coopera¬ 
tive approach," Mr. Thompson 
said. "Others will be new to the 
field, and will bring new energy 
and resources to the issue. AMA 
has reorganized and added staff 
to move Mission Possible forward 
by seeking out both traditional 
and non-traditional partners," he 
said. 

The first phase of Mission Pos¬ 
sible is aimed largely at creating 
awareness of the cost and magni¬ 
tude of the problem, and of the 
real risks of driving. "One of our 
key assumptions is that little will 
change unless we can generate 
concern for the problem," Mr. 
Thompson said. "Our surveys in¬ 
dicate low awareness of the seri¬ 
ousness of the traffic trauma prob¬ 
lem. To bring attention to it, we 
have produced a television spot 
which will begin appearing 
throughout the province imme¬ 
diately," he said.
